milk. Milk tufns sour by the formation 
of certain bacteria which cause the 
formation of lactic acid. These bacteria, 
when sour milk is taken as a diet, are 
said to attack and conquer the germs 
which at present infest our digestive 
tracts, carried thither in the meat we 
eat. Whether this treatment would 
cause the average mortal to live to 120, 
years—as the professor is commonly

Of coursee New York and tuber- 
culosis lead all the rest in totals for 
cities, and disease respectively; New 
York because it is the largest city: 
tuberculosts because it is the greatest 
cause of death throughout the. country. 

Aside from this common scourge which 
afflicts all localities, nearly every great 
ha# some one disease to which it 
be peculiarly subject or in 
sunpasses all others. In a 
death census certain diseases 
have a well determined standing. 
of deaths from all causes covered by 
the statistics collected it {s found tha* 
tuberculosis leads all the rest 
nearly 70,000. Next comes pneumonia 
in t's various forms, with 81,81? deaths, 
followed by deaths from heart disease, 
aA general term, numbering 40,612, 
deaths from violence numDering 34,886; 
apoplexy numbering 22,756; old age 
13.400 and typhoid fever, commonly 
supposed to be one of the greatest 
causes of death, with 10,485. 

But while these figures apply to the 
whole eountry In general, the statistics 
gathered show that certain states and 
cities are pecullarly prone to certain 
fatal diseases. In fact, in manv cases 
the causes of death are so peculiarly 
local that being given a dea‘h from 
any particular cause the amateur slueth 
can pretty well locate the place in 
which fit occurred. 

In New York. for example. as might 
be expected, diseases of the nervous 
system account for the greatest number 
of deaths, tuberculosis, of course, al- 
wavs excepted. If a given person dies 
of a nervous.complatint the chances are 
stronger that he was a resident of the 
Empire State than of any other one se°- 
tion, since no other approaches) New 
York in the number of deaths from this 
cause. 

In the number of deaths from typhoid 
Peansylivania leads all other 
86.5 deaths per 100,000 of 
the total. Maryland comes second with 
40.5 per cent In malartal fever, a 
cause of death which, by the way, is

As between urban and rural life, ‘he 
place for those who wish to post- 
pone death longest from what- 
ever cause is without doubt the 
country. lt is true that in cer- 
lain rare forms of typhus, in whoop- 
ing cough, measies, croup and other dis- 
euses pecullar to childnood, the. rural 
districts show a preponderance of 
deaths, due to the fact, as shown vy 
the census figures, that there is a much 
larger proportion of children in the 
country. In the cities, however, those 
diseases supposed to be pecutiar to ad- 
vanced civilization far outstrip the 
country in number of deaths they 
cause. Tuberculosis, typhoid, pneu- 
moniaandcancerareonly a fe wof the 
lils to which flesh ts heir to which man 
succumbs in greater numbers in the 
great metropolitan districts. 

To the student of the causes of death 
every case is indicative of locality, and 
it is not a difficult job to guess in the 
average of a large number of cases, 
where the deceased lived provided the 
cause of death be given; such facts, for 
instance, as that more persons died 
last year in San Francisco from whoop- 
ing cough than from typhold. that Cnhi- 
cago is the greatest influenza center; 
that ‘New York is particularily noted 
for its deaths from mumps and meas- 
les—the two most deadly ‘‘m’'s,”’ and 
that in Philadelphia more people die 
of typhoid fever eVery year than from 
any other cause—all these enable the 
amateur detective of the causes of 
death to locate pretty accurately tha 
residence of at least seven out of ten 
persons deceased, provided the cause of 
their deaths be known. All this, of 
course, except tuberculosis. for this 
great white plague affects all districts 
alike, according to population. But

The Imperial Kitchens Are Managed 
With Inexpressible Disorder and 
Are Unsanitary Beyond Be- 
lief— Wine and Costly 
China Are Constant- 
ly Stolen,

London, May !6—A recent number of 
The Revue, of Paris, contains a re- 
markable article by a writer who signs 
himself S. R. G., on the nether side of 
court life in Russia. An editoria] note 
accompanying the article stated that 
the writer was a Russian prince, and 
belonged to the czar’s entourage. He 
begins with a reference to the czar’s 
attack of typhoid fever in 1900, and the 
wonder expressed throughout Kurope 
that a potentate whose life was so care- 
fully guarded should have contracted 
the infection. There would have been 
no wonder, he says, if the secrets of 
the imperial kitchens were known. 
These are managed with inexpressible 
disorder, and are unsanitary beyond be- 
lief. Their unhygienic condition is only 
equaled by the dishonesty and extrava- 
gance which prevail in them. The al- 
leged prince writes that General! Tyrto, 
brother of a former minister of marine, 
called in his doctor cne day. He was 
fearfully ill. “Where have you been 
dining?’' asked the _ soctor. “IT had 
luncheon with the czar yesterday, and I 
came right home and went to bed, I 
was so ill,”” was the answer. The doc- 
tor treated him for ptomaine poisoning, 
and pulled him through. 

Where the Wine Goes, 


The following story illustrating the 
dishonesty of the Russian imperial serv- 
ant is quoted, and vouched for as cor- 
rect: There is a man in St. Petersburg 
who is famous for his dinners and his 
wine. As he is not wealthy, his friends 
wonder how he does it. One day the 
writer solved the mystery. He was sit- 
ting in a cafe with the dinner-giver 
when a servant in_court livery popped 
his head in at a rear door and beck- 
oned. The prince thought the signal 
was for him, but the dinner-giver put 
in with a dry laugh, “Never mind, 
That's my purveyor general. He has 
something for me. We'll have good 
wine to drink his majesty’s health in 
tonight.”’ They went out into a’‘rear 
corridor, where they found the servant 
had a big basket. It contained twenty 
bottles of the finest wines, which the 
dinner-giver paid for at from fifty ko- 
pecks to a rouble a bottle, and then 
sent them to his house by a public 
porter. 

Five Hundred Ducks at One Meal. 


The czar’s table is financed on a scale 
of enormous extravagance. Each dish 
provided is put down at ten roubles—a 
rouble is worth about 75 cents—and 
each single article of food counts as a 
dish, though it may be only a few 
Olives or a bunch of celery. At great 
state dinners the figuring is still higher. 
For instance, if there are 500 covers set 
and lobster patties are on the menu the 
account put in will be for 500 lobsters 
at four roubles apiece, though one lob- 
ster easily suffices for four or five 
guests. Or if ducks from Rouen are 
provided, 500 ducks are paid for at five 
roubles apiece, though each duck affords 
four portions. Withal the lobsters are 
apt to be of doubtful freshness and the 
ducks do not come from Rouen. 
Sevres China Almost Given Away. 


The tableware is also taken out of tha 
palace and sold by kitchen servants and 
waiters. In the reign of Alexander Ill! 
his artist friend Bogoluboff came on 4a 
beautiful Sevres plate, emDlazoned with 
the imperial arms and monograms, ina 
curio shop.

WD, Shepherd, His Wife and 
Maid Servant Killed,

ONLY THE BABY ESCAPED

Entire House Was Ransacked and 


Everything of Value Taken. 
One Man Is Arrested 
and Another Being 
Watched. 


Matawan, N. J., May 16.—William B 
Shepherd, a prosperous poultry fancier, 
and a former Rough Rider, was found 
murdered on his farm near here this 
morning, after a mysterious warning 
that his household would meet a violent 
death within two weeks. His wife, and 
Jennie Bendy, a servant, suffered the 
same fate, but the Shepherds’ 7-months- 
old baby was found sleeping in her 
cradle unharmed. The entire house had 
been ransacked and everything of vaiue 
had been taken. 

The police have made one arrest in 
connection with the case, and another 
man is said to be under police surveil- 
lance, However, no direct charges have 
been preferred, and a posse, with blood- 
hounds, is still searching the country 


(for the assassins. A repeating shotgun 


was apparently the means of the mur- 
ders. 

Frank Zastera, a farm hand, who 
had been employed only two days on 
the place, discovered the bodies shortly 
after the shooting, and gave the alarm. 
Zastera is said to claiim occult powers, 
and, according to statements of the vic- 
tim’s friends, predicted in Shepherd's 
presence, that in two weeks’ time two 
men would come to the farm and kill 
everyone on it. 

Frank Crooks, who is held, was cap- 
tured this afternoon near Freehold, by 
Charles W. Ely, a member of the sher- 
iffs posse, and is now in jail at that 
place. Blood stains were found on his 
clothing, but Crooks, who is also a farm 
hand, says these came from killing 
chickens. ‘The stained garments will 
be sent to a chemist for examination, 
and the prisoner will be kept in cus- 
tody pending the result of the examina- 
tion, and of the inquest, which Coroner 
Gravath amnounced today will be held 
next Saturday afternoon. A jury was 
impianeled today. 

The police are looking for a farm 
hand, who was employed on the Shep- 
herd farm until recently. He is said 
to haye quarreled with Shepherd, and a 
man 6aid to resemble him was seen 
about the Shepherd place. early today. 

Zastera was brought to the county 
jail at Freehold tonight, and held as a 
witness. He was put through the 
“third degree,’’ and is said to have told 
conflicting stories.

SON OF A UNION SOLDIER 
RETURNS MASONIC RELICS 


Forrest Adair, chairman of the Ma- 
sonic hall trustees, and one of the most 
prominent Masons in the country, has 
received from Dr. A. J. Woodcock, Camp 
Riverside, Byron, Ill., two Knights Tem- 
plars sashes and two aprons, captured 
from federa)] soldiers, during the time 
Sherman was on his march through 
Georgia, after they had been 
from some lodge rooms near Atlanta. 

Mr. Adair has had them on exhibition 
in his offices for severa] days, where 
they have been inspected by the oldest 
masons in Atlanta, among them being 
Major W. J. Houston, of Decatur, and 
Dr. Amos Fox, of Atlanta, in an effort, 
if possible, to identify the owners. 

Dr. Woodcock first communicated 
with Clark Howell, who suggested Mr. 
Adair as the proper person to whom 
‘they should be sent. 

In telling of these valuable relics and 
how he came to have them in his pos- 
session Dr. Woodcock wrote: 

In his possession are valuable relics taken 
from your state during the war. They con- 
sist of two aprons and sashes that once be- 
longed to a set of Masonic regalias. One 
is an ordinary white silk affair trimmed 
with heavy silver bullion and blue, both 
sash and apron being finely preserved. The 
other apron is of priceless value. It belongs 


to our colonial days, is of wonderful textile 
silk, with the emblems hand-painted in wa-

ter colors. Whenever we see a picture of 
George Washington as a Mason (he was a 
good one, too) we see him with this apron 
on. The apron is finely preserved, the sash 
is damaged, but all there. 

We trace our family back in English an- 
nals some 800 years and they have always 
been good Masons. Needless to say that 
when the writer’s father, Major Albert. Wood- 
cock, of the Ninety-second Illinois volunteers 
mounted infantry (on a certain regimental 
wash day), saw some of his men running 
around as naked as the day when they were 
born save for these regalias, that they 
were held up and the sacred emblems locked 
securely in his heavy canvas-bound camp 
valise. This—if the writer remembers cor- 
rectly—was on a little creek between At- 
lanta and Ringgold, Ga., and the aprons 
have been in the family ever since. The dear 
old major, boved by all who knew him, died 
in Los Angeles in June, 1894 

In acknowledging the receipt of these 
relics Mr, Adair closed with the state- 
ment: 

On behalf of the Masonic fraternity of At- 
lanta, I wish to thank you for your very 
great kindness. We are just completing «a 
very beautiful Masonic temple here and will 
probably move into the same about the Ist 
of October, and I shall see that these price- 
less relics are placed in a suitable glass 
case, where they may be seen by gil who 
Visit the lodge rooms, and will also put as 
inscription on the case stating that they 
were presented to the fraternity by you. 

Have you any definite information as to 
whether they belonged to the men on the 
federal or confederate side? Pasted on the 
back of the aprons is an advertisement of 
the maker, which gives the name of his At- 
lanta sales agent as Lewis Lawshe. It has 
occurred to me that probably these aprons 
were originally sold by Lawshe. 
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CLAIM REPORT 
BY CALLAWAY 


Special Master for Seaboard 
Air Line Makes His 
Report. 


Special Master F. EB. Callaway, named 
by Judge Newman, of the United States 
court, to take cognizance of claims 
against the Seaboard Air Line for bills 
contracted by that road since June, 1907, 
necessary make the

yesterday submitted a report to the 
federal court in a number cases, 
which had been placed in his hands. 

Special Master Callaway set out the 
time and place where the various claims 
were heard. He then showed the re- 
sult of his findings, in every case mak- 
ing it apparent that the officials of the 
Seaboard, in charge of each particular 
branch, had examined and approved 
each of the claims upon which he 
passed. 

The Gress Manufacturing Company 
presented a claim for lumber furnished 
the Seaboard Air Line railway during 
the months of October, November and 
December, 1907, the special master as- 
serted that the claim of the Gress Com- 
pany had been admitted by the audit- 
ing department of the Seaboard Ajir 
Line railway as correct. The bill was 
for $1,722.48. The specia) master re- 
lated that the claim Is correct and un- 
paid. The report also allows legal in- 
terest on the full claim from date of 
making up to the time of payment. 

A similar finding was presented on the 
claim of Walsh & Whiedner Company 
for’ machinery supplies furnished the 
Seaboard Air Line railway during the 
month of October, 1907, the amount be- 
ing $7,060. 

The Cotton tSates Belting and Supply 
Company had a bill for $2,929 for ma- 
chinery furnished the Seaboard Air Line.

General Deficiency 
ported te House. 


Washington, May !16.—The general) 
deficiency appropriation bill, the last 
of the regular government supply bills, 
was reported to the house today by 
the committee on appropriations, The 
bill carries $17,342,572. Of this amount 
$10,000,000 is for pensions, made nec- 
essary by the widows’ pension act of 
February 6, 1907. 

For the naval establishment there ts 
an allowance of $3,156,209, partly 
| necessitated by the recent increase in 
the pay of the enlisted men and of- 
ficers of the navy and partly by the 
increased amount of coal that will be 
consumed by the battleship fleet fn 
going from San Francisco around the 
world to New York. The total cost 
of coal and its transportation for this 
purpose aggregates $5,000,000. 

Of the total amount $!,310,90!1 is for 
the military establishment and covers 
among other expenses, the increased 
pay of the enlisted men and officers 
on the active and retired lists of the 
army for the remainder of the fiscal 
year. 

These three items aggregate almost 
$15,000,000. The chief other items are: 

Printing and binding $732,000; Judg- 
ments certified to congress by the 
court of claims $894,000; judgments for 
Indian depredationg $114,000; accounts 
audited by the various departments 
and certified to congress $299,000.

TRIBUTE TO MOTHERHOOD 


President Took “Good Citisenship” 
as His Subject—He Lauded the 
Work of the Pioncers of 
Methodism in the 
United States. 


Washington, May i16.—'‘'Good citizen- 
, Ship? was the subject of an address by 
| President Roosevelt today, in which 
the paid a notable tribute to mother- 
‘hood, before a large gathering of 
| Methodiste, at the American univer- 
‘sity, in course of construction, just 
outside the city limits.

ithe Methodist Episcopal church, now 
‘in session at Baltimore. 

What was to have been a feature of 
the occasion—a reception of the dele- 
gates by the president and Mrs. Roose- 
velt, in the college of history—-was 
/abandoned, owing to an engagement 
which the president previously had 
made, 

Perhaps no feature of the exercises 
occasioned the president more real de- 
light than the singing by the German 
members of the general conference of 
“Ein Feste Burg Ist Unser Wott, ("A 
Mighty Fortress Is Our God’), a hymn 
sung by the adherents of Martin Luth- 
er during the period of reformation. 
“That's fine,’ exclaimed President 
Kkoosevelt, when the singing of this 
old hymn began. He added that it 
was his favorite song. The president 
then repeated a portion of the first 
verse of the gong in German—to the 
exident delight of the assemblage. 

Roosevelt “A Born Methodist.”’ 


An incident, which, perhaps, created 
the greatest enthusiasm, was the dec- 
laration of Bishop Earlk Cranston, resi- 
dent bishop of this city, that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was ‘‘a born Method- 
ist,” but, he added, that “the presi- 
dent was ecciesiastically misplaced 
early in life.’’ 

The president replied by 
do feel mighty kin to you.’ 

The exercises began at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon, on the university campus. 
Bishop Cranston presided, being intro- 
cuced by Chancellor Franklin Hamil- 
ton, of Boston. The invocation was 
delivered by Bishop Henry W. War- 
ren, of Colorado, and an appropriate 
musical program was rendered by the 
marine band. 

In a tribute to President Roosevelt; 
Bishop Cranston declared that he was 
in sympathy with the missionary 
movements of all the churches that he 
had lifted politics to the plane of 
Statesmanship; that he had _ forced 
diplomacy into the open; that he had 
taken the people into his confidence, 
because he had nothing to conceal; 
that he was fearless in rebuking in- 
iquity, and that he-believed in a judg- 
ment day for evil-doers. 

The president followed, but before 
beginning his set address, he wished 
the authorities well in their purpose, 
“to plant here a great American uni- 
versity—a university that shall fulfill 
the dream of the greatest and first of 
American presidents—George  Wash- 
ington.”” The address was listened to 
with keen attention. 

The President's Address. 


“It is a pleasure to be with you today 
and to bid you welcome on behalf of the 
nation, ‘here in the capitol of the nation, 
Important though the Methodist church 
is in many lands, there is none in which 
it has played so great and peculiar a 
part as here in the United States. its 
history is indissolubly interwoven with 
the history of our country for the six 
score years since the constitutional con- 
vention made us really a nation. 

“Methodism in Amerika entered on its 
period of rapid growth just about the 
time of Washington's first presidency. 
Its essential democracy, its flery and 
restless energy of spirit, and the wide 
play that it gave to individual] imitiative, 
all tended to make it peculiarly conge- 
nial t6 a hardy and virile folk, demo- 
cratic to the core, prizing individual in- 
dependence above all eartihly possessions. 
and engaged in the rough and stern 
work of conquering a continent. Meth- 
odism spread even among the old com- 
munities and the long-settled districts 
of the Atlantic tide water; Dut its pine- 
nomenal growth was from these regione 
westward. 

“The whole country is under a debt of 
gratitude to the Metihodist circuit riders, 
the Methodist pioneer preachers, whose 
movement westward kept pace with the 
movement of the frontier, who shared all 
the hardships in the life of the froutiers- 
man, while at the same time ministering 
to that frontierman’s spiritual needs, 
and seeing that his pressing material 
cares and the hard and grinding poverty 
of his life did not wholly extinguish the 
divine fire within his soul. Such was 
your work in the past; and jour work 
in the present is as great;. for the need 
and opportunity for service widen as the 
field of national interest widens.

Another 
popular article of merchandise is wire, 
of copper, iron and brass. This is used 
by the natives as jewelry, and it Is 
almost as valuable as gold and silver 
are in, our country. The wire is 
breught here in great kegs, and coils 
of it are hung up in front of the 
stores. It ts of all thicknesses, from 
the size of a human hair to the diam- 
eter of one’s little finger. The thick- 
er wire is hammered out into armiets, 
anklets and collars, and the finer is 
woven and plaited into similar orna- 
ménts. Some of the wire jewelry is 
heavy, and a very common anklet worn 
by the women looks as though it might 
have been torn from our woven wire 
fences and twisted together. 
In the market square,

. They were displayed upon bits of 
banana leaves and were sold at so 
many shells per pile. 

Shells Used as Money. 

The cowry shell is the chief cur- 
rency of this part of Africa, and I un- 
derstand it is in common throughout 
the regions about Lake Tanganyika 
and the Congo valley. The shells are 


brought here from the coast of India’ 


and are exchanged for rupees at the 
rate of 1,000 to the rupee. A rupee 
is worth about 33 cents, and as the 
shells are put up in strings of 100 each, 
a string. of shells is worth just about 
3 cents of our money. Among my re- 
cént purchases are two spears at !,500 
shells each, a carved milk bowl at 2,000 
shells, and a native chopping knife 
which cost 1,000 shells. These shells 
are very small, but when used by the 
thousand they are clumsy to handle. 
Indeed 20,000 of them weigh seventy 
pounds, and that is all that one man 
can carry. When [ go through the 
country I shall have to have at least 
fifteen porters to carry every hundred 
dollars I take with me. Seven dollars’ 
worth is a good load for a mah, and 
iO cents’ worth would weigh about as

In a Basiba Village. 


leaving the market, I visited the vil- 
lage near the fort and then went across 
the country to eee other towns in tne 

| interior. The houses are very much like 
these of the Bagandas. At a distance 


man | they look ike haystacks or straw tents. 


| They are made of poles fastenéd tv- 
| gether at the top, making a frainewors 
the shape of a cone. This is lined witi 
reeds which run from the bettom to-the 
top and are fastened together by bands 
of reeds which go round and round iIn- 
side the hut from floor to roof. The out- 
side is thatched, and the thatch comes 
clear to the ground. The roof is upheld 
by many poles, which are 8o arranged 
that they divide the interbor into roors. 
One of ihe huts which | entered had 
two apartments about three feet wide 
and six feet long, whitch were usd for 
sleeping. In the center of the hut was 
a fire, upon which, in an earthen pot, 
some food was steaming away. There 
was neither stove nor chimnty dnd the 
smoke filled the hut. It had already 
turned the wails and roof a deep brown 
color, so that the whole looked gloom) 
| understand that the fire is kept up 
'day and night, as the weather is often 
damp, and ailso as new fires are hard to 
‘kindle. In many parts of the country 
matches are comparatively unknown, 
(and fire is gotten by twisting one stick 
in a hole made in a block of wood until 
the friction brings a bighi.

There was no grass or hay on 
, the floor, as is common in Uganda, and 
|} the entrance, which was very low, was 
by no means so beautifully made. 

In the Homes of the Chiefs. 


In my trip over the country nearby 
I stopped at a targe native town made 
up of the homes of the chiefs and th 
retainers. These are occupied by na- 
tive rulers, who Hve some _ distance 
away, but who are required by the Ger- 
mans to spend a part of each year at 
Bukoba. They might be called the court 
residences of these men, for they come 
here to have conferences with the Ger- 
mans as to how to govern their =: 
jects, to pay their taxes and to see ti) 
the right amount of government work 
is supplied by their people. 

This town is made up of inclosu: 
surrounded by high fences of upright 
poles tightly sewed together by vine: 
Inside each fence is the establishm.« 
of an African nabob and his numerou 
wives. In going through the village |! 
wound my way about inclosure after 
closure, through one walled alley 
another and in and out among buildin xs 
of poles and mud until my sense of di!- 
rection was lost. and I seemed bee 
a Rosamond’s bower. One of the chiefs 
was putting up a new establishmen: 
and IT had a chance to see how tie 
| buildings were constructed. They are 
imade of poles, mird and eléphant grass. 
and one man may have a large number. 
including separate apartments for each 
of his wives. There were not manv 
women about, but such as I saw were 
clad in grass strings reaching from 
their waists to thetr feet and a few hat 
,On grass capes of similar strings. Tlie 
men were mostly young. They were 
straight. well developed and fine looking 
but nearly every one of them was inore 
or less drunk A feast was. evident 
going on. and each man had a long «al- 
abash filled with banana beer which 
was sucking at through two straws 
made for the purpose. 

In front of one of the huts a dozen 
musicians were dancing to music mad* 
upon Several great drums vy men drum- 
mers. I was anxious to buy one of these 
drums, and I tried to purchase one froin 
a chief. The instrument I picked ot 
reached above my waist as it stood up- 
on the ground. It was as big around 
at the top as a flour barrel, narrowils 
to the size of a nai) “eg at the *- 
tom. it had been hollowed out of @ 
iog, and the top and bottom were cover- 

ed with goat skin, which was laced on 
wnt cords of gut. It had evidently been 
used many years. and its sound was 
most resonant. I offered the chirf 
19,000 shella for it, but he politely re- 
fused, saying thet himself ami his an- 
cestors bad had that drum a long time, 
and that he did not know whether he 
could get another as good He told ne 
that if he owned another he would gi 
me this! But that, alas, he had wake 
one.

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The sailtrfg of the fleet for the Pa- 
eific has drawn the attention of the 
people of the Nation to the Navy and 
its relation to National defense and to 
foreign affairs. The educational bene- 
fit can not be over-estimated. In other 
countries the governments and minis- 
tries determine the foreign policies and 
the naval and military programs upon 
Which these policies rest. In America 
all policies and all programs depend 
upon the people, who are very busy 
with the work of developing the coun- 
try’s resources, and with grappling 
great domestic problems. In our post- 
tion of isolation it is a difficult task 
to secure the attention of the people 
for the consideration of questions of 
foreign policies and of and 
tnilitary programs, and without the at- 
tention of the people it 1s practically 
impossible to secure the attention of 
Congress. The long voyage of the fleet 
@round the Horn would be justified 
by the educational benefit to the people 
@lione. But it has a deeper significance. 
It marks the first move of the white 
man in the struggle with the yellow 
man for the control of the Pacific.

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THE DEFENSE OF THE PACIFIC. 


By Captain Richmond Pearson Hobson. 


determined to bring about war at an 
early day, and if possibile before our 
fleet can reach the Pacific. The only 
reasonable course for America to pur- 
sue is to proceed with the necessary 
preparations. Upon the swift progress 
of preparations for war and a wise 
and yielding diplomacy, rest the only 
hope for peace. 

We must gain time. Our _ present 
policy should be to “spar for wind.” 
We must not allow the kaleidoscopic 
change of ambassadors and other 
moves to hurry us on to a crisis. Our 
Congress should refrain from discuss- 
ing or considering the Japanese immi- 
gration question, and the people of the 
Pacific Slope should possess their souls 
in patience, no matter how irritating 
and exasperating the influx of Jap- 
anese may become. Our _ executive 
should by diplomatic processes, put 
off the question of a new treaty at 
least until the expiration of the exist- 
ing treaty. The Japanese are not de- 
manding a new treaty with the Brit- 
ish about Japanese immigration into 
Canada and we can wel! aek and ac- 
cept the same arrangements that are 
made in Japan to check immigration 
into Canada. We should proceed as 
fast as posesibls to undermine the 
diplomatic structure that Japan has 
bullt up so adroitly and successfully 
The most effective work would be to 
enlighten the people of Engiand and of 
the British Empire upon the effect of 
the unholy alliance with Japan, point- 
ing out the unrest in India due pri- 
marily to Japan, the obstacles the Jap- 
anese are throwing in the way of 
British commerce in Corea, in Man- 
churia, and in China, showing that in 
the end the yellow man will turn upon 
the British, pointing .out that com- 
munity of interests, that Canada, Aus- 
tralia and other British colonies have 
with the United States in the menate 
of Asiatic immigration. The camé¢ 
paign of enlightenment should extend 
as far as practicable to France, show- 
ing the French how Japanese su- 
premacy in the Pacific would mean the 
explusion of France from  Cochin- 
(hina, and to Germany and Russia, 
and Holland, and Italy, and all the 
white nations, showing how the Inter- 
ests of all are involved, the welfare 
and fate of the white race and the 
white man’s civfliization hanging in the 
balance. This work shoulg be carried 
forward by discreet diplomatic activity 
and by the American press through 
its exchanges. 

The direct work 
naval and military. should proceed 
with all possible dispatch. The work 
of fortifying should be pushed on the 
Pacific even at the expense of negiect 
on the Atlantic. Every harbor of the 
Pacific coast should be strongly for- 
tified, and the militia of the Pacific 
Slope should be increased and trained 


of preparation, 


| their 


base, strongly fortified. A floating dry 
dock should be sent there and al! the 
able-bodied white men in the islands 
should be organized and drilled and a 
strong garrison of regulars stationed 
there, while measures should be taken 
to prevent the smuggling in of arms 
for the Japanese. Trese islands must 
not fall into the hands of an enemy. 

Guam, should be fortified and con- 
verted into a coaling station as far as 
practicable. The quickest work, how- 
ever, should be done in the Philippine 
Islands. The harbors should be for- 
tified, mined and heavily garrisoned, 
especially Manila Bay and Subig Bay. 
This latter should be speedily de- 
veloped into a great naval base. The 
native Filipinos should be organised 
under American officers into a strong 
body of home guards. With the object 
lessons of Formosa and Korea before 
eyes, there will be no question 
of the hearty co-operation of the Filip- 
inos to prevent the Japanese yoke from 
falling on their necks. 

In the last analysis, however, the 
outcome will rest upon the fleet. Every 
vessel in the Navy of substantial fight- 
ing power should be sent to the Pa- 
cific. The battleships, Mississippi and 
Idaho, nearly completed should be 
sent to join the 16 battleships that are 
on their way. Likewlse the armored 
cruisers Cglifernia and South Dakota. 
Work should be hastened on the bat- 
tleships Idaho, New Hampshire, Michi- 
gan and South Carolina, and on the 
armored crudsers North Carolina and 
Montana, and these sheuld all be dis- 
patched to join the Pacific fleet. We 
could thus assemble 27 battleships and 
12 armored cruisers in the Pacific be- 
fore Japan can force us into’ war. 

Such a fleet, propeny handled would 
measure up with the Japanese Navy 
and the British Pacific fleet com- 
bined. The successful assembling of 
such a fleet would be the strongest !n- 
fluence in postponing war. While it is 
being assembled, American diplomacy 
must prevert any crisis, no matter at 
what cost. A premium should be of- 
fered for the completion of the Dela- 
ware and North Dakota, newly au- 
thorized battleships of 20,000 tons, be- 
fore the time limit set by the con- 
tracts, and, if it is then not too late, 
these should likewise be dispatched to 
the Pacific. The President should be 
authorized to purchase abroad as many 
of this new type of battleships as can 
be secured. We should add to the Pa- 
cific: feet as many of these new bat- 
tleships as Japan possesses, and should 
proceed to build in the shipyards of 
the Pacific Coast as many new vessels 
as Japan builds and with the lead thus 
gained fix a standard for the naval 
activities on the Pacific Coast to keep 
abreast of the needs for the defense 
of the Pacific Ocean. 

To supply this lead in the Pacific, 


are boundless. 


unprotected. We must werk out and | 
execute a @efinite policy in this vital 
question of national defense. With all 
our present strength sent to the Pa- 
cific, we must begin a rapid program 


of censtruction that will in the short- 


est time put the Atlantic and Gulf 
seazboards in a condition of security, 
which means, upon investigation, that 
we must have a fleet available in these 
waters capable of coping with the 
British fleet. To accomplish this, we 
should adopt a dual program of exe 
pansion, ordinary and extraordinary. 
The ordinary program should authorize 
the regular annual expenditure of $50,- 
000,000 for new ships to be built in the 
United States, the types and number 
in each type to be determined by the 
Secretary of the Navy on expert ad- 
vice. This ordinary program would 
keep us abreast of the requirements 
if we had an even start. In order to 
catch up from nothing in the Atlantic, 
an extraordinary program should be 
adopted, authorizing the Prasident to 
purchase abroad-or order constructed 
in America over and above the vessels 
ordered in the ordinary program, ad- 
ditional vessels, the cost not to exceed 
$50,000,000, per year, as may be required 
in his yudgment for the, proper ad- 
vancement of the work of national de- 
fense. 
. At first thought, some may raise the 
objection of the great cost. The fact 
ig the greater the cost of naval power 
the better. It is absolutely a relative 
matter. We can easily bear the cost, 
for our men are not taken away from 
productive work, and our resources 
Whereas, Japan and 
the other military nations that 
threaten us take their men away from 
productive works for service in the 
Army, are weaker in rasources, and 
can not easily bear the great cost. It 
should be a definite policy of ours to 
build ships ever increasing in size and 
cost and make the expense of naval 
power greater and greater. The 
greater we make the expense, the 
sooner we shall gain the leadership 
and escape the menace now upon us. 
It is true that the ftmprovement of 
our waterways, the construction of the 
Panama Canal, and the great question 
of internal improvement are making 
heavier demands upon our treasury. 
But our resources are equal to all the 
demands. It is not necessary to play 
off one good thing against another. 
In the matter of precedence, defense 
must come first. The nation’s life 
must be rendered secure and its tran- 
quility must be insured before internal 
improvements can be carried on or 
the nation can work out its dgstiny.

We 
have reached a point where we pro- 
duce. worlé staples far in excess of 
Gur consumption. For enduring pros- 
perity we simply must have a chance 
and a fair chance to send over sur- 
plus to foreign markets. At present 
we are fast losing the most promis- 
ing markets of the world, those of the 
Orient. Japan has caused descrimina- 
tion against our products in Korea, 
Manchuria and China, until last year 
we lest $26,000,000 of our cotton tex- 
tile trade alone in these markets, and 
yet our government does not dare pro- 
test. We have no insurance out there. 
No fleet with a navy adequate for the 
nation’s defense and security, the cost, 
while large, would not mean an insur- 
ance rate as large as one mill on the 
dollar, the tax would be less than one- 
tenth of one per cent. It should be re- 
Taembered that as an investment a 
great navy would save in time, war, 
whiou ig the most expensive thing 
known to man. We are a peace-loving 
industrial nation and never have and 
never would seek war with another 
power, and if we had a great navy 
no other power would seek war with 
us. Without a strong Navy other 
powers will and are seeking war with 
us. It is a simple question of peace 
with a strong Navy or war without it 

Some have misapprehensions lest 
our quickening Our pace in naval ex- 
pansion would cause other nations to 
quicken their, paces and give an im- 
petus to militarism. Other nations are 
already running as fast as they can. 
They can't quicken their paces. We 
are the only nation that is sauntering 
along. Militarism permeates the other 
nations through and through already. 
We are the only non-military nation. 
Giving us more power, would add to 
the influence of peace forces in the 
world and advance the cause of arbi- 
tration, the cause of international or- 
ganization for substituting law and 
justice for war and might. At present 
there is no system of international jus- 
tice. There is no international police 
force that the weak can appeal to. 
Else Korea would not have been ab- 
sorbed. There is no _ international 
tribunal to appeal to for an injunction 
to restrain the strong. Korea made a

world at large is still in the position 
of a frontier country where there is no 
court, no sheriff. The greater the rela- 
tive power of peace-abiding citizens, 
the better for such a community, and 
the sooner the establishment of law 
and justice. 

Some may superficially fear lest the 
building of a great navy bring mili- 
tarism upon us, forgetting that navies, 
involving only @ small fraction of the 
population and that small fraction 
being left far- away at sea, can not 
possibly produce militarism. No navy 
éver usurped civil power or overthrew 
a@ government since time began. The 
thing that produces militarism is a 

army in the midst of 
fith a strong Navy we 
should never have to have a great 
standing army, without a strong Navy 
we would speedily drift to the point 
where we would have to organize the 
whole nation into an army. It is war 
above all things that throws a. people 
into militarism. With a strong Navy 
we could live in peace. A _ strong 
Navy, instead of producing militarism 
is the one agent that can save us from 
militarism, and permit us to work a 
wonderful civilization built upon co- 
operation and mutual service, instead 
of war and mutual destruction. 

Seme are timid and are afraid to 
trust America with the power that 
goes with a great Navy, lest she abuse 
this power. These parties seem to have 
no misgivmgs about other nations hav- 
ing this power. They find no trouble 
fh trusting th® British with a Navy 
three times aé@ large as any navy in 
the world. Yet the British and all 
other nations have inherited enemies. 
Their navies are for war. America 
has no enemy, her Navy is for peace. 
A monarch abroad may sweep a coun- 
try into wars of conquest and oppres- 
sion. In America all wars depend on 
the people, who are peace abiding and 
peace loving frem the very nature of 
things. We never have and never 
could enter upon wars of conquest and 
oppression. We know that the safest 
repository of liberty is in a nation of 
free men. Likewise the safest re- 
posity of power is in a nation of peace 
loving men. The 90,000,000 of peaceful 
citizens in the American nation is the 
one, safe ‘repository for naval power as 
long as this power is required by in- 
dividual nations, and giving this power 
to America will give the influence 
needed by the peace forces of the 
world to restrain might and brute 
force from bringing on wars and then 
a system can be evolved providing a 
substitute for war which would bring 
permanent peace; it is the short cut 
to the time when Amertca and all 
other nations can give up their navies. 

Some thoughtlessly imagine that the 
employment of a great navy ies not in 
keeping with the teachings of Christ. 


of sheriffs. is against the teachings. of 
Christ. They confound the teachings 
of Christ with the teachings of Con- 
fucius. No reformation ever took place 
in the realms of Confucianism. No 
Magna Charta, no Bill of Rights, no 
Declaration of Independence was ever 
heard of there. Thousands are killed 
yearly by the bite of the cobra, and in 
the spirit of non-resistance the victims 
do not kill or molest the deadly rep- 
tiles in the path. Christ scourged the 
money changers from the Temple; He 
blighted the fig tree that did not bear 
fruit; He set the example of a man 
of action, who went about doing the 
things that would advance the cause 
of civilization. Whatever may be the 
great and glorious purposes the Al- 
mighty has for this world, they must 
be worked out by man and nation, not 
in non-resisting inactivity that leads 
to death, but in vigorous, positive ac- 
tien, recognizing the actual conditions 
in the world, activity that under the 
great laws of the universe produce 
steady development in the individual 
and progress in the civilization of so- 
ciety. 

“Not every one that saith unto me 
Lord, Lord, shall enter into the King- 
dom of Heaven, but he that doeth the 
wtll of My Father, whichisin Heaven.” 
What practical good man in touch with 
the conditions in the world, would 
conclude that the Father's will is that 
America should remain defenseless, be- 
come the prey of the yellow man, pre- 
cipitating endless wars that would en- 
gender destroying hatred, between the 
races, prevent e workings of mis- 
sions, stop the spread of the gospel of 
love and of peace, and bring about the 
overthrow of the structure of civiliza- 
tion, slowly built up by the white mas 
threugh so many centuries? 

On the other hand, is it not as clear 
as the noon-day sun that the Father’s 
will is that America, a nation without 
any inherited hatred, kinsman of all 
nations, that has grown up far from 
the turmoil that has come down the 
ages in Europe and Asia, the nation 
founded upon the equal rights of all, 
the true basis for permanent peace, 
that America the great peace nation 
with boundless resources, should reach 
out her strong arms over the oceans 
and check the cruel march of war in 
Asia and elsewhere in the world, se- 
oure her own safety, and prosperity, 
and at the same time keep the peace 
of the world so that commerce might 
march onward to build the nations to- 
gether, so that Christianity might 
move out and girdle the world, so that 
man would not go backward toward 
the savagery of mutual extermination 
but move forward on a rising plane so 
that the Christian civilization built up 
in the world might not perish but go 
on to nobler heights and embrace and 
bless the whole world, so that the 
white man may accomplish his glori-
